Association has established the organization Select Glads Inc. Select Glads Inc. has 
thirty directors operating thirty test gardens reaching from British Columbia to Florida, 
and Ontario to California. Hundreds of Hybridizers pet seedlings are grown in each and 
all test gardens under a number so the director doesn’t know whose pet it is. Performance 
ratings are given each seedling by each director as he observes it in his test garden. 
Seedling ratings from all the test gardens with widely varying climate and soils are compiled 
by Executive Secretary of Select Glads Inc. prior to the annual meeting of the directors. 
Directors then study the composite rating and select the All-American winners if any are 
deemed worthy. After all voting is completed and awards granted for All-America Gladiolus 
Selections (AAGS) the directors are then informed by the Executive Secretary whose pet 
seedling or seedlings they have given this high honor. All-America Gladiolus Selection being 
made similar to All-America Rose Selection, should give the home gardener help in selecting 
new Glads in the future comparable to the guidance gained and enjoyed by years of All-Amer- 
ica Rose Selection’s.

five feet tall. Vigorous, easy grower that performs excellently with only average culture.

ROYAL STEWART 450 (Pommert A.A.G.S. ‘56) (Pat) 


A truly remarkable new gladiolus variety that has been widely acclaimed for its consist- 
ently fine performances under an extensive test program throughout the United States 
and Canada.
